Tourists sending souvenir post cards 
from G ettysburg this sum m er will 
pay 2 cents instead of I cent for each 
piece of this mail sent, under the new 
instal rules which become effective

Private mailing cards, bear­ 
ing advertisem ents, which flood many 
offices and business places, will also 
bo compelled to 
bear 
the two cent 
stam p instead of the one cent stam p 
under the present postal regulations. 
With 
these 
exceptions, the rates 
fin first class mail m atter, including 
letters, are unchanged 
by 
the new 
postal regulations, effective the middle 
of next month, according to George 
P. Plack, assistant postm aster here 
today. The governm ent post card will 
remain I cern each. 
Third Class M atter 
Where the public will again feel the 
1 ive re .4 se<l rates is in the rending of 
third class mail m atter, which includes 
printed m atter, such as newspapers 
and m a g azin es 
circulars and small 
packages 
The rate under the present 
iemulations is one cent for each 2 
ounces up to 4 pounds, but this has 
U*cn chunged to I ty cents for each 
2 ounces or fraction thereof, and the 
limit on the weight of m atter in this 
class has been reduced to 8 ounces. All 
other m atter above that w eight limit 
will be considered in the fourth class, 
or us parcels’ post. 
Although more mail m atter falls in 
the parcels* post class as a result of 
the reduction of the w eight limit in 
the third class fiom 4 pounds to 8 
ounces, the rate remains the same, ex­ 
cept that a service charge of 2 cents 
on each piece of mail in this class is 
levied. 
By this arrangem ent, if tho 
article costs 8 cents to send to its 
destination, the post office will ask the 
fender for an additional two cents for 
the service of handling the mail. 
By paying an additional 2ii cents for 
each piece of parcels’ post, a special 
handling charge, the package will 
re .'cive the same service as though it 
had boon sent first, class. 
Newspaper Bate 
Newspapers and magazines, sent by 
the publishers, 
will 
come 
in for a 
.share of the extra burden placed upon 
the post office departm ent by the new 
postal salary increase bill. 
However, persons 
resending news­ 
papers, who now pay I 
cent up to 4 
ounces, will pay 2 cents for each 2 
ounces or fraction 
thereof 
up to 8 
ounces. 
The special services of the post 
office also come in for 
a 
share 
of 
boosted rates. 
The money order serv­ 
ice rate, for 
example, 
which 
now 
ranges from 3 cents to HO cents, is 
increased from 5 cents to 22 cents 
under the new regulations, depending 
entirely upon the 
amount of money 
sent. 
Persons who sent registered pack­ 
ages under the old regulations paid 
nothing for the service of having a 
return registry receipt, showing that 
tho person to whom 
the letter was 
sen, had received it. 
Now the post 
office departm ent regulations say that 
for this little service, the person ask­ 
ing such a receipt shall pay 3 cents. 
Registry Rates 
•Not only that, but registry rates 
ranging from IO cents to 20 cents, are 
in orca seel by the new postal rates from 
15 
to 
20 
cents, 
depending 
upon 
w hether the package 
registered is 
valued a t less or more than $50. 
Under the existing post rates, the 
special delivery charge is IO cents, 
icgardless of the weight of the pack- 
a ••<*. but under the new rates the cost 
will be IO cents for letters and pack­ 
a g e s -u p to 2 pounds; 15 cents for 
packages from 2 to IO pounds, and 15 
cents for packages over IO pounds. 
For insured mail, the present charg­ 
es are from 3 to 25 cents, based on the 
value of the package 
insured, 
but 
under the new rates the fee will range 
‘from 5 to 25 cents.
